THE WEST HARTLEVOOL ELECTION. 

London, Jan. 22. — It became known, to- 
day, that on the result of tho Hartlepool 
election depended whether Gladstone would 
continue as loader of- tho Liberal party. 
This was a fact known to Morley, Harcourt 
and a few others, but carefully kept secret, 
for fear of discouragement from the rank 
and filo of tho party. This was one reuson 
why the Liberals made the Hartlepool con- 
test a national affair, and tho leaders de- 
voted themselves to tho canvass witli as 
much energy as if a general election was at 
stake, in strikiug contrast to tho Unionists, 
who left their candidate to work out his 
own salvation, so that they might claim iu 
the event of defeat, that they had never ex- 
pected a victory. Gladstone had intended 
to remain for some days at Huwarden, but 
will now appear in the House of Commons, 
to-morrow. 

the opening: of parliament. 

The opening ot parliament to-day was 
strikingly evident of the change which had 
been nniilo in the fortunes of the Liberal 
party. Tho Liberals camo iu flushed with 
success, und without tho cloud that, for 
weeks, had rested on the faces of the most 
courageous of them, while the Tories and 
discontented Liberals were deeply and 
manifestly downcast. Parnell was entirely 
ignored by his former Liberal friends as he 
entered the House, while Justin McCarthy's 
followers were received with hearty greet- 
ings. The Tories also failed to notice Par- 
nell, who, however, seemad not to be moved 
by the change from tho time when men, 
irrespective of party, sought his recoguition. 

discontented and desperate men. 
Although the Scottish railway strike is 
over, as fur as any delay to the business of 
the companies is concerned, it is not over 
as to the strikers. It has left in several 
Scottish cities, and especially Glasgow, a 
throng of discontented und desperate men, 
who may at any time break out into some 
striking act of lawlessness. There is no 
more dangerous mob than a Scottish mob, 
as the history of Scotland has shown. It is 
slow to begin, but sudden, and resoluto in 
action. Whether- or not the strikers had 
anything to do with the explosion of the 
two gasometers last Thursday in Glasgow, 
there is no means of ascertaining, but it is 
understood that the Glasgow police are look- 
ing among the unemployed of the city for a 
clue to the cause of the disaster. The ex- 
plosion went far towards leaving the city 
ic darkness, which would have eminently 
favored a lawless outbread.

— James Fitzger- 
ald, one of the proprietors of tho Central 
Hotel, was found dead iu bed this morning.

He had been troubled with heart disease for 
several years, und his death ia suppoaed to 
bo caused by heart failure. Fitzgerald was 
one of the pioneer miners of Cassi'ir and 
made some money in the mines there. He 
was a guard in tho penitentiary, and re- 
tired a short time ago after eleven years ser- 
vice. Deceased was 58 years of age and 
unmarried.

A STRIKE IN PROSPECT. 

Gettins Beady the Funds for u Conlllct in 
May— A Bitter Struggle. 

PlTTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 22. — The miners of 
the United States have just completed 
plans for the greatest industrial battle ever 
inaugurated iu America. The conflict be- 
tween the miners and mine-owners will take 
place on May 1st. The entire national or- 
ganization of miners, comprising 150,000 
men, will he directly involved in a demand 
for eight hours a day. According to the 
figures which arc being given, it will be a 
battle of millions of dollars against the la- 
bor organizations, also backed by millions 
of money. At the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Ljbor, held in Detroit, 
some weeks ugo, it was decided to back the 
miners for eight hours next May. The 
utterances of the officers of the United 
Mine Workers on tho subject leaves no 
doubt that the miners will make a fight. 
An immense strike fund is being made 
ready for the miners and when the latter go 
out they will have at their back for imme- 
diate use nearly §1,000,000. This fund will 
be swelled from time to time at tho rate of 
$50,000 a week. W. J. Dillon, Secretary 
of the American Flint Glass Workers 
Union of the United States, organizer for 
the American Federation of Labor, 
to-day gave the following inter- 
view regarding the coming light, "In the 
aggregate we figure on uliout 150,000 miners 
in the United States. Almost 75,000 of 
these ure active members of the United 
Mino Workers, the remainder are members 
when it comes to a struggle. These ure 
the men who will strike for eight hours next 
May, unless something unforeseen should 
occur. The Federation numbers about 090,- 
000, and 500,000 can be counted upon. For 
six weeks before May 1st strike contribu- 
tions will bo levied on members at the 
rate of ten cents a week. This will make 
§,'100,000 for the six weeks. The formal 
ratification of the matter will take place at 
the next month's convention of the United 
Mino Workers, to bo held at Columbus, 
Ohio. The latter organization has a strike 
fund of its own, amounting to several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Besides this it will 
raise a special fund before tho fight. Tho 
opinion ia that §1,000,000 will be ready on 
Muy 1 with which to conduct the contem- 
plated conflict.

Jan. 22.— Constant, 
minister of public instruction, posts and 
telegraph, is dead. The ministerial crisis 
is abating. 

The Dissolution of Parliament. 

London. Jan. 22. — Lord Salisbury writes 
that an early dissolution of parliament is 
not probable. 

The Liberals Well Pleased. 

London, Jan. 22.— The joy and enthusi- 
asm of tho Liberals over their triumph in 
the Hartlepool election, yesterday, which 
rosulted in the return of their candidate for 
the Commons, is difficult to over estimate. 

The Weather in .Europe. 

London, Jan. 22. — The stormy weather 
has operated to greatly interrupt tele- 
graphic communication between Paris, Ber- 
lin and this city. Milder weather is re- 
ported from Germany and Northern France. 
In Austria, snow storms, gales and rain 
prevail. Lakes Gtnunden, Hallstadt, 
Wolfgang and Atterseo are frozen over. 
The temperature is generally milder, but 
is still below freezing point. In.Italy snow 
continues to fall. 

East African Railway*. 

Berlin, Jan. 22.— The German govern- 
ment is examining the offers made by the 
British firms to build railways in German 
East Africa. 

France and Tripoli. 

Paris, Jan. 22 — In the Chamber of 
Deputies, to-day, Minister Rebot said that 
France had not the slightest designs on 
Tripoli, and that rumors to the contrary 
were unworthy of attention. "It is no 
business of ours," he added, " what tho in- 
spired journals of Signor Crispi say on this 
or any other subject." The statement was 
received with cheers from all parts of the 
Chamber. 

Caused by Dynamite. 

London, Jan. 22. — Two large gasometers, 
belonging to tho city of Glasgow corpora- 
tion exploded last Thursday, two men being 
injured. Experts, who have been investi- 
gating the matter, report, to-day, that 
dynamite probably caused the catastrophe. 



STEAMERS IN COLLISION. 



The City of Puebla Runs into the 
Steel Collier Eton in Nanaimo 
Harbor. 



The Latter Badly Damaged, and May 
Have to Come to Esquimalt 
for Repairs. 



(Special to Tun Colonist.) 

Nanaimo, B. C, Jan. 22. — A collision 
occurred this morning in the North channel 
of Nanaimo harbor between the steamship 
Eton, Capt. Newcombe, and the steamship 
City of Puebla, Capt. Debney. Particulars 
are given in tho following statements made 
to The Colonist correspondent : Capt. 
Debney said : Wo left Vancouver this 
morning at daylight, for Nanain.o, to load 
500 tons of the New Vancouver Coul Co, 's 
coal for Seattle, and thence to proceed to 
Sun Francisco. As we entered the harbor 
we saw the Eton coming out, and shortly 
after both vessels collided. We can never 
tell who ia to blame. We ure like tho 
Irishman — we can't tell until we hear the 
verdict. I saw we were coming dangerously 
near, and I backed my vessel full speed 
astern to avoid cutting her down. The 
damage to the Puebla is merely nominal, 

Capt. Newcombo Btatcd : My vessel was 
outward bound with u full cargo of coal, 
and when I saw the steamer City of Puebla 
close to mo, I gave one whistle to indicato 
I was going starboard, which the incoming 
steamer answered, but did not niter her 
helm. 1 then saw that a collision was in- 
evitable, and rang tho telegraph full speed 
astern. Aa .vo were going astern the City 
of Puebla struck us amidships, between two 
large beams abreast of the engine room, and 
knocked two holes into ua above the water 
line and damaged three plates. I shall pro- 
bably have to discharge ten or fifteen 
hundred tons of cargo to repair it. If I 
have to stay here I shall lose my charter, 
which means an expense of £40 per day for 
every day I am lying idle. Had the Eton 
been built of iron instead of steel she 
would have been out through. 

Pilot J. Subiaton said ho was in charge of 
the steamer Eton, and when he saw the 
Puebla close to him ho gave one whistle, 
and then when he saw the latter still com- 
ing direct to him, be ordered tho vosael to 
go full speed astern, ami almost immediate- 
ly after the Eaton was struck by tho Pueb- 
la as sho was close to the buoys, and slew- 
ing ut the timo. Tho Eton bus three plates 
badly dented, and two small holes in her 
side abovo tho water line. Tho vessel is 
not making any water. 

Capt. lloneyman of this city is holding a 
survey, and tho Eton will probably go into 
tho Esquimalt; dry dock for repairs.

Death of a Celebrated Mnilclnn. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 22. — Calixa Lavallee, 
the well-known musician, died hero at mid- 
night last night, aged 48 years. He was born 
in Vorcheres, near Montreal, and educated 
iu Paris. Returning to Canada after an ex- 
tended tour in Europe, he composed a can- 
tata of welcome to the Princess Louise and 
Marquis of Lorne. Subsequently he estab- 
lished himself in Boston and 1 speedily be- 
came recognized as one of the best pianists 
and teachers in the country. In 1886, he 
was elected president of the Music Teachers' 
association, and he represented that body 
us delegate to the society of professional 
music teachers. He composed numerous 
works, many of which- are of extraordinary 
merit. 

Itorius ond < FUodn. 

Danhury, Conn., Jan. 22.— A terrific 
rain storm, accompanied' by high winds, 
prevailed here to-day, doin g a vast amount 
of damage. The water in Still river has 
risen above its banks and the lower floors of 
the factories along its banks are flooded. 
In all parts of the city collars are flooded 
and the streets are almost impassable. The 
schools were closed and business generally 
suspended.

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 22..— The heavy- 
rain of the past two days caused an im- 
mense rise in tho waters of the Boustonic 
and Naugatuck rivers,. and- by noon seven 
feet of water wore falling over the 500-foot 
dam at Birmingham, which broke about

A Missing l'nrht nod Crew. 

New York, Jan. 22.— Since Capt. F. L. 
Norton's unsinkable yacht, the Norton, was 
reported, on Dec. 18, us safe at Gibraltar, 
nothing his been heard of her or her owner, 
and his friends are beginning to feel alarmed 
for his safety. Capt. Norton, who is pre- 
sident of the Norton Naval Construction. 
Co., with offices at No. 18 Broadway, sailed 
fjom New London in his little double bot- 
tomed yacht, on November 18th, 
to visit. Toulon, France, and re- 
ceive prizes awarded him by President 
Carnot, for hia life saving devices and un- 
sinkable boats. Mrs. Norton and her niece 
accompanied him in his little 58-foot yucht, 
which wus manned by an experienced crew 
of seamen. As she reached Gibraltar on 
Dec. 18th., the Captain's friends think they 
should have heard of him before this, but all 
the news they have heard was the report of 
the yacht at Gibraltar. 

Railway Strikes Iu Indiana. 

Huntington,. Jan. 22.— The strike on the 
Chicago & Erie road ia about the same as it 
was yesterday. No trains are running be- 
tween Marioa and Chicago. Attempts 
were made last night to run two passenger 
trains, but both attempts were futile. 
A crowd of strikers boarded both 
trains, set the brukes, und stopped 
them. The engine and train were 
backed into the yard where they are now 
with four others. Over 30) passengers 
are detained here. Tho conductors and 
despatchers in conference, this morning, 
decided to make an offer of settlement to 
the effect that Despatcher Soott, who was 
discharged, shall be reinstated and given a 
chance^ to resign, and that all the men who 
are interested in the strike shall return to- 
work, and the company take no action, 
against them.

First Hi ebIou of the Sixth Parliament. 
FOURTH DAY. 
Thursday, Jan. 22, 1891. 
After prayers by the Rev. A. Bean- 
lands, 

Mil. OUANT 

roBumed tho adjourned debate on Dr. 
Milne's amend uioi) t to the address. He 
said the subject matter of tho amend- 
ment had been pretty well thrashed out 
last session. The premier had, yester- 
day, stated that tho Act was to be amend- 
ed, but he had failed to state in what 
particular ; and he did himself and his 
Government an injustice by not stating 
that the objectionable clause was to be 
eliminated from the bill when so amended. 
It was because tho Promior had not taken 
the House into his confidence that the 
amendment was before the House. He 
contended that the Government had had 
no intention of amending tho law, but 
had finally come to tho conclusion that 
the demands of the Opposition, in this 
particular, must be acceded to. Referring 
to the grant of land to tho Kootenay and 
Columbia railway, ho contended that, to- 
day, tho 200,000 ncre grant were worth 
more thau the 750,000 acres granted years 
•go. He spoke of the influence which 
mining had exercised upon the prosperity 
of the province, and, for that reason, he 
felt that every one should encourage that 
industry. Ho believed in tho encourage- 
ment of railways, but did not think that 
the cost should be saddled upon tho min- 
ers. He believed the Independents in- 
tended to deal fairly with the Govern- 
ment, but they would not assist them by 
entering their Masonic 1 dgo and formu- 
lating their policy for them. 

1ION. SIR. DAVIE 

roforred to the ninth paragraph of the 
address, as follows: "That wo remark 
with pleasure that a commission, com- 
posed of gentlemen possessing extensive 
practical acquaintance with the subject, 
has been intrus cd with the work of re- 
vising the mining laws and preparing 
such amendments as shall meet Lho needs 
of this important industry. And wo 
accept with satisfaction the assurance 
that tho result of their labors will be laid 
before us at an early date, in order that 
we may enact such legislation as may be 
calculated to promote tho development of 
our great mineral wealth." Ho said it 
■was not to be supposed that the Govern- 
ment would stultify themselves and the 
commission by not taking action 
upon their recommendations. He 
contended that it was tho duty of tho 
Government to wait for tho report of the 
Commission before they brought down 
their legislation, with respect to mining. 
It would be entirely out of place for them 
to do anything until they had all possiblo 
information before them. No matter 
what might have been said by lion, 
gentlemen on the other side, ho assured 
the members that "good a master of tho 
English" as he might be, the Premier 
never gave the House to understand one 
thing and did another. Had that been 
his character he would never have been 
retained in parliament and in office. 
His language meant what it expressed. 
He spoke of the infinite amount of shuf- 
fling that was continually on the other 
side, in contradistinction to the straight- 
forwardness which had always been the 
character of the premier. 

MB. SEMLIN 

*aid this royalty was not mentioned in 
the Mining act, with which, if the com- 
mission dealt alono, he did not see how 
they would take up the Railway Aid act, 
an altogether different affair. He had 
yet, he said, to hear any pledge from the 
Government that they intended to relieve 
the miners from this imposition ; and, 
even should there be an amendment to 
the act, that was only developed in the 
floor of the House, yesterday afternoon, 
when the senior member for Vancouver 
expressed the views of his friends and 
himself i n the subject. He declared the 
policy of tho Government to be one of 
expediency, and denied that it had done 
for the province all that it claimed. Al- 
though they were reatly to take credit for 
what had been done by Governments of 
which they were a continuance, they 
endeavored to cast upon those predeces- 
sors responsibilities to which they them- 
selves ought to bo held. The Govern- 
ment had no stability, except that of 
holding on to power, and for this object 
were prepared to assume any attitude. 
They retained position by tho exerciso of 
patronage alone. He reviewed their 
course in regard to a variety of matters, 
and claimed that while the Government 
had been accustomed to condemn tho 
reforms proposed by tho Opposition, they 
subsequently took them bodily and 
adopted them as their own. The Oppo 
sition had, in this case, acted in a consti 
tutional manner by proposing tho m tion 
of censure now before the House, ratht-r 
than, as had been suggested, put their 
hands in their pockets and taken the mat 
ter to tho courts, which was not incum- 
bent on thorn. Tho members of the 
House wero abovo the courts ; they 
passed tho acts, and it was for them to 
deal with them. He censured tho Gov- 
ernment fur having called the House to 
gether on the fifteenth of January and 
then adjourning it to tho 10th. It was 
they who had wasted the time of th 
House, and yet they sought to cast blame 
on tho Opposition on this account. Had 
they given proper notice to their friends 
of tho meeting of the House thero would 
have been no excuso for tho absence of 
the minister of lands and works and 
tha members for Kootenay and Cassiar. 
1 he Government wore, in fact, kept in 
their positions to-day by tho generosit y 
and magnanimity of the Independents 
who declined to take advantage of tlu 
absence of fiiends of tho Government, 
Ho charged that the fact of his not hav 
ing been placed at tho head of tho poll 
for Yale, at the last, election, was duo to 
the monoy ha s and canvassing of tin 
Government ; tho fact of bis having beeii 
elected at all having boon duo to tin 
patriotism of his electors. 

MR. MARTIN 

denied that any harm had been done ti 
tho miners by tho passage of tho Railwa.v 
Aid act which had last year boon passed, 
on tho demand of the people tho must 
interested. He spoke of the tribute thai 
had boon paid to clio influence exercise* 
by Cariboo on tho prosperity of tho pro 
vince, yet tho third member for Victoria 
city (Dr. Milne) complained that it wai 
over represented in this House. Mucli 



of the credit for the prosperity of the 
province had been given to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway — and he did not wish 
to detract from what that road was entitled 
to — but, it h^d in no way benefitted tho 
farmers whom he represented, inasmuch 
as it had been able to ship grain to that 
district cheaper than it could bo raised 
there, while it had closed all tho grist 
mills along tho line. Tho railway had 
assisted Katnloops mid the other citiua of 
the province, but it had been the reverse 
with his own constituency. Referring 
to the charge which had been made 
that the Government had controlled the 
election in Cariboo by tho use of their 
money bags, he said tho result was due to 
the strong feeling of the electors in favor 
of the government, and that the juuior 
member had only secured election by 
reason of his own personal popularity. 
He considered that the Government had, 
throughout, taken an honest and straight- 
forward course, and one which would be 
in the interest of the province. 

DB. MILNE 

asked permission to withdraw his amend- 
ment, the object which he contemplated 
having, he said, been served. 

HON. MR. TURNER 

said it had not been until the third day of 
the discussion that the Opposition had 
incubated their amendmont. They 
had labored hard and had not 
oven then produced a mouso, 
but a mouso trap. They had en- 
deavored to catch tin animal that was 
able to swallow their own trap. Their 
object was to catch the Independent 
members who were independent sup- 
porters of the Government. Members 
should very carefully consider whether 
they would allow the Opposition to with- 
draw their amendment. Tho position of 
the Opposition placod them, ho would 
add, in a very ridiculous position, as 
their act ion to-day testified. 

The motion to withdraw the amend- 
mont was defeated, only fivo being in 
favor of it. The following was tho 
division .

The resolutions were, on motion, re- 
fers d to a select committee consisting of 
the Provincial Secretary, the At orney- 
Geueral, the President of the Council, 
Minister of Finance, and Messrs. Hun- 
ter and Stoddart, who, having reported, 
tho address was ordered to bo presented 
to His Honor by such members as wero 
members of the Executive Council. 

HON. MR, ROBSON 

moved, seconded by Hon. Mr. 
Davie, that the resolution of this 
House passed on the 2nd February, 
1887, appointing a select committee of 15, 
eight of whom should constitute « quo- 
rum, as a standingcommitteeon railways, 
be amended by increasing the number of 
members to serve on such committee to 
18, and tho quorum to 10. He pointed 
out the advantage and saving of the time 
of the House that would in this way bo 
effected, and pointed out that the prac- 
tice had been successfully followed at 
Ottawa. 

HON. MR. BEAVEN 

objected that it was a pernicious system 
to appoint such a large number of meiil 
bers on standing committees. 

HON. MR. DAVIE 

regretted that the leader of tho Opposi- 
tion could not look at anything except 
with the jaundiced eyes of his prejudices 
against the Government. This Houso 
was a new one, and many of its members 
had expressed their intention of not 
taking old prejudices into consideration. 
He explained the convenience there was 
in considering matters in their detail in a 
committee room. It was, he said, much 
more eaBy in that way to obtain informa- 
tion. It was the practico at O tawa, and 
prevented delays upon the time of tho 
members. Tho government was deter- 
mined, if possible, to do away with that 
woeful wasto of time, which was so mani- 
fest, last session, when it took three 
months to do business that should have 
been disposed off in less than two 
months. 

MR. SEMLIN 

denied that thore would be any saving of 
time, and objected that there was great 
danger in placing tho power of the House 
in the hands of a large committeo. 

T«; ~ [HON. Mil. ROliSON, ^ 



said that tho business of last session was 
dragged out because a small Opposition 
protracted tho debates by their idle 
prattle, and if they continued to resurrect 
such corpses it was certain that the ses- 
sion would last three months. Tho ripe 
experience of the Dominion Houso of 
Commons had led them to havo a Rail- 
way committeo containing more than half 
the members of tho House, which, having 
made their report, the members in theii 
discussions had the adv ntago of tho ex- 
perience and investigations of tho commit- 
tee. Tho experience of twenty-five years 
of the Dominion Houso had shown that 
it was impossible 'o deal with tho railway 
business of tho Houso in any other way. 
Moreover, tak ng into account the in- 
crease of tho present House, the propor- 
tion of tho committee to the membership 
would bo nogreaterthanithadbeen, It wat 
before the committee that tho merits ol 
matters wero brought which could not be 
accomplished in any other way. 

Tho motion was adopted.

ASHORE IN THE FOG. 

Tbe Islander Spends Several Hours on GosbIj) 
Beef, and Keturns to Port all Eight. 

The scant information that the Uunder 
was ashore on Gossip Island, was received 
by telephone from Iirackman & Ker * mill, 
Snanicri, at an early hour, yesterday morn- 
iuc. Not knowing how serious the mishap 
might be, Cupt. Irving secured the services 
of the Lome, and started to the rescue at b 
o'clock. The steamer R. P. Bithet was 
also put in readiness and left for the Pass a 
few hours later. Fortunately, the assist- 
»nce of neither were required ; the Islandor 
came in under steam, shortly after noon. 

Sho left Vancouver at the usual hour, the 
fog not being very thick then, and made 
good time coming down. The tide must 
have been running strong, for the log nidi- 
cated that the steamer was some distance 
above Gossip Island, when Capt. Rudliu 
came on dock, some time between 5 and 
o'clock, and discovered that land was very 
close although the dense fog rested upon 
it. - The engines were reversed at once, 
but the steamer struck almost at the same 
instant, and all efforts to dislodge her failed. 
The spot was that known as Gossip reef, at 
the entrance to Active Pass, and close to 
the shore of the Galiano Island. MM 
steamer rested easily in aohut two feet or 
water at low tide, and, seeing that nothing 
tould he done without help, a boat s crew 
was sent to Saanich, to telephone the news 
to Victoria. When the tide rose the 
steamer floated, and Capt. Rudhn. finding 
that she was all safe and Bound, with the 
•exception of having a propeller brakan, 
started for home on one engine. ihe 
•teamer will enter dock as soon as possible, 
to have whatever repairs are necessary el- 
fected. In the meantime the Yosemite goes 
on the Vancouver route. 

During the few hours that the Islander 
occupied her graceful position on the rocks, 
a prominent wholesaler of this city on his 
way home from the east, had his fears con- 
siderably worked upon by Vancouver prac- 
tical jokers abroad. He fully determined 
to run no risks, and procuring a piece of 
coal and a long string, he proceeded to take 
soundings at all parts of the vessel. He 
then demanded of the mate that a boat be 
lowered ami he be put ashore. This request 
the mate declined to consider unless it was 
countersigned by the captain, and.failing to 
obtain that officer's ear, the uneasy Vic- 
toriau was forced to possess his foul in 
patience until the Islander brought him 

home. , , f , 

— The Costa Rita, which waste have lot 
the dry dock on Wednesday, is still in 
possession, a little leak being discovered 
when the dock was filled, which will have 
to be attended to before the ship is handed 
over to the owners. 

There was a report current, yesterday, 
that the steamer Robert Dunsmuir was also 
ashore, having run on Spanish Rank, loint 
tirey. during the dense fog of Wednesday 
night. Particulars are not yet obtainable.

THE DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 

Tho usage for some time past in Great 
Britain and hor Colonies is to allow tho 
address to be carried with as little 
delay as possible. There is a good reason 
for this. All the subjects that are alluded 
to in tho Speech will be fully dealt with 
at aomo period during the session, and to 
anticipate the discussion which is then 
sure to take place is nothing more than a 
waste of time. In order that this prac- 
tice can be followed by the Op- 
position, the Government is care- 
ful not to allow anything that 
is really debatable to appear in the 
Speech. The t-'peeches from the Throne 
have, therefore, of late years contained 
little mure than general, and often vaguo, 
statements as to the state of the country 
and the public finances, and announce- 
ments of the measures which the Govern- 
ment intend to bring down, and the 
addresses in reply have been merely 
echoes of the speech. The debate on the 
address in reply has, therefore, been be- 
coming more and more a mere formal 
affair, which it is the interest of all parties 
to get through with as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

The change is a good one, and ono cal- 
culated to promote the transaction of the 
public business. To make tho considera- 
tion of the Address the occasion of a long 
and a virulent debate on the state of the 
country, jn which grievances of all kinds 
and descriptions were freely ventilated, 
and in the course of which m< turns of 
want of confidence were inado and voted 
•upon, Was a custom which, while it in- 
tensified party feeling and gave faction 
the opportunity it desired, was ingenious- 



election campaign. Tho Royalty clause 
was just tho thing to bait their trap with. 
It wai set accordingly. Dr. Milne was 
detailed to spring it. But the Indepen- 
dents wore not to bo surprised or scared 
into taking hasty and unconsidered 
action. They, with a coolness and the 
prudenco whicli would have been credit- 
able to men versed in party tactics, re- 
fused to further tho Opposition's little 
scheme. They would not condemn the 
Government before it had announced what 
its policy was, and before they had seen 
its measures and they scorned to take it 
at a disadvantage. They showed that 
they were above resorting to the tricks of 
pettifogging politicians. 

When the Opposition Baw that they 
had set their trap in vain they 
prevailed upon Dr. Milne to make a 
•second mistake. They persuaded him 
•to withdraw his amendment. But the 
House would not be trifled with in this 
way. That body was not ready to act 
the part of a corpus vili for Dr. Milne 
and his advisers or dictators to try their 
experiments upon. They had choson 
their own course and they should not be 
permitted to turn back when they saw 
that it led to nothing but defeat and dis- 
credit. Dr. Milne was, yery properly, 
not permitted to withdraw the amend- 
ment, which had been moved and sup- 
ported so boastfully. The motiun to poi- 
mit him to withdraw his amend- 
ment censuring the Government was the 
first bitter pill ho and his friends 
were required to swallow. Its defeat 
was the second and tho passage of tho 
Address in reply on a division of twenty- 
two to five was the third. Wo trust that 
the medicine, unpleasant as it was and 
unwilling as they were to swallow it, will 
do them good. 

The only party which has suffered in 
the debate on the Address is tho Opposi- 
tion. Tho device which they invonted to 
annoy the Government has worked so as 
to expose their own weakness and insig- 
nificance, numerical arid intellectual. 
Tho Independents, in this tho first trial 
of their steadfastness and intelligence, 
have come off with flying colors. They 
have made an excellent impression nn the 
House and, no doubt, on the country. 



British Tory party in tho trado atl'airs of 
Canada, is such uttor nonaenso that wo 
are pretty sure ho must be misroported. 
Every person acquainted with Canadian 
public affairs knows that, in matters of 
trade, Canada is virtually independent, 
and that Canadians would not permit 
any Old ' Country party, either 
Tory or Liberal, to encroach 
in tho sligh'ost dogreo on tho privileges 
in this regard which they have hitherto 
enjoyed and exercised. Thoro is not the 
least connection in a party sense be- 
tween tho Government of Great Britain 
and tho Government of the Dominion. 
Lord Salisbury would not dream of mov- 
ing his Utile finger to strengthen or to 
weaken any party* in Canada. If this 
country gots reciprocity, either partial or 
unrestricted, it will be at its owa request 
and because its people believe it is to 
their interest to obtain it, and not be 
cause any party in Great Britain is de 
sirous that wo should make this or that 
change. The whole of Wiman's despatch 
appears to bo a grotesque misrepresenta- 
tion of the trade question in Canada.

A MIS'SiNG CRBW. 

Names of Those on Board tlto Lost Salmon 
Ship "J. Hi Hub ede.'' 

Almost every day Collector Milne re- 
ceives one or more letters, some of them 
pathetic in the extreme, ConOerilintj mem- 
bers of the crew of tho German ship, J. H. 
Hustede, which left this port for London on 
October 22, with a full salmon cargo. 

Among the letters coming in during the 
past week wus one from the German consul 
at San Francisco, who seeks tho fullest in- 
formation regarding tho men composing the 
crow. It is tho intention of his govern- 
ment, he says, to make provision for those 
left destitute by the loss of husbands, bro- 
thers or sons on tho missing ship. 

After considerable difiiculty. Collector 
Milne has obtained complete information as 
to those on board the Hustede. Tho crew 
consisted, when the ship came hero, of 15 
German seamen and the captain. While 
here, however, the following deserted and, 
it is supposed, went over the Sound : Fr. 
Dahn, Curl Burow, Hormau Notte, Gustuv 
Corin, Paul Maatz, Ernst Hansen, Carl 
Konig, P. F. Maass, Wilhelm Kleiuow and 
W. Wetzel.

relative proportions of the Government 
and Opposition members on the Standing 
Committees, Hon. Mr. Robson suggesting 
it would be a fair proportion, for instance 
on the Committee on Standing Orders, 
for the Government to have five members 
to two of tho Opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that in that 
-event it would, perhaps, be as well for the 
Go\ eminent to make all the nominations. 

Alter some talk, the leaders of the 
Government and Opposition respectively 
inado their choice of committee men, the 
Opposition selections being mainly from 
the Independents, upon whom the Gov- 
ernment also made considerable requisi- 
tions. Tho following were the selections 
made \ 

Railways —Messrs. Baker, Anderson, 
Booth, Smith, Hunter, Rogors, Cotton, 
Brown, Kitchen, Homo, Forster, Sword, 
Eborts, Kollie, Stoddart, Nason, Fletcher, 
and Punch.

nON. MR: HEAVEN 

moved, seconded by Mr. Semlin : " That 
an order of tho House be granted for a 
return showing all sums of money re- 
ceived and applied to the public uses of 
the province undor the ' Election Regula- 
tion Amendment act, 1890 ; ' stating tho 
date upon which tho money was received; 
tho name of the person on whoso account 
it was paid to the returning officer ; the 
manner in which it has been applied ; 
and all correspondence respecting the 
same or relating to deposits mado with 
returning officers under tho above act." 
He complained of the §200 deposit which 
was required of candidates, and said that 
it was in order to have the subject ven- 
tilated that he moved this motion. 
The resolution was adopted. 

MK. BROWN 

moved for a return, showing tho number 
of votes polled in each electoral district 
of the province, at the general election in 
June, 1890. Ho said that he desired to 
have this information in view of the re- 
vision of the voters' list. 

After some discussion the motion was 
adopted. 

HON. MK. HEAVEN 

aaid he desired to obtain some informa- 
tion as to the working of the reformatory 
system, and therefore moved for copies 
•of all orders in council or other docu- 
ments relating to the application or ap- 
pointment of any officers or servants 
under the " Reformatory Act, 1890 ;" 
also copies of all rules and regulations 
and warrants made or repealed under the 
Authority of the above statute. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven also moved "That 
this House is of opinion that tho com- 
mittee on Standing Orders and Private 
Bills, and the Committee on Railways 
should seo that all privato bills granting 
franchises or rights contain sections pro- 
viding against the employment of Chinese 
on any work to be undertaken in pur- 
suance of tho bill." He said, that this 
was a question, which ut one time, all the 
members of tho House agreed to, and 
■all measures had to contain clauses 
of this character. This legislature 
had succoeded in inducing the Dominion 
Government to place a §50 tax on Chi- 
nese coming into the country, but had 
failed to provide by legislation that Chi- 
neso should not be allowed to work on 
undertakings which wore undor charter 
from this Legislature. They had led the 
'Ottawa Government even to contemplate 
the abolition of the §50 tax on tho Chi- 
nese entering the country.

the rules and orders of tho House. 
Tho proper placo to insort such a clause 
would be by the House when tho bill was 
referred to it, and not by tho committee 
on standing orders.

MR. EBEKTS 

said the resolution should not be adoptod 
without special consideration. The 
Standing Orders and Private Bills com- 
mittee had tho duty to aeo that all tho 
rules and ordors had been complied with 
in connection with each bill. Tho com- 
mittee had to go through tho bill caro- 
fully in ordor to protect private interests, 
but could not put in such stipulations as 
this. It was, however, competent for 
any member to introduce such a clause 
after the bill had been roportod.

exten', by passing resolutions of this 
kind, tho Houso could restrict its com- 
mittees. In some cases it might be 
.possiblo to construct works without 
Chinese assistiinco, and in othoru thoy 
could not bo undertaken. The proposition 
appeared to rolievo committees of their 
discretionary functions, and would com- 
pel them to exercise a hard and fast judg- 
ment.

The Notion That Koyilty Sets the Styles 
la Dross la the English Capital Said 
to lie Erruiuiuiis— I'r^ncn Al- 
| bcrt'H Tullors. 

Within the narrow limits of tho West 
ond arc sot the fashions for nearly all 
tho rest of the world, says a London 
correspondent of the Clothier and 
Furnisher. It is not tho Prince of 
Wales who does it, oithor, with all duo 
respcot to tho multitudo of writers who 
industriously propagate tho fallacy that 
Albert Edward, tho great, is a sort of 
walking fashion-plato for tho univorso. 

No peoplo moro rldiculo this idea than 
tho very furnishers who servo tho jolly 
1'rlnco and his maiil.y sons. His Royal 
Highness gives less timo to tho contem- 
plation of his wardrobo than two-thirds 
of the most ordinary dressers in London, 
llo merely possesses tho best of taste 
and studiously refrains from patronizing 
a fashion that is not well grounded ho- 
foro it roaches him. When tho Prince 
of Wales requiros an article of dress his 
moasuro. if on hand, is sent to tho tailor 
or other happy mortal destined for tho 
honor, and the articlo demanded is made 
and then submitted for alterations in 
person. Tho tradesman called to Marl- 
borough houso to undergo tho trying or- 
ical of talcing a royal order gets from 
three to flvo minutes' audience only, 
and must bo as expeditious and careful 
in his measurements as to bo absolutely 
exact in tho result, without which his 
services aro not likely to bo asked for a 
second timo. Tho Princo does not pro- 
tend to know what will bo worn in ad- 
vance, but makes his selections of cloth- 
ing from existing fabrics and fashions as 
submitted and advised by personal as- 
sociates and his tailor. If royalty can 
bo made to put on a "startlor'' of any 
description for tho purpose of astonish- 
ing tho natives, it is probable in the 
person of Princo Albert Victor, tho new- 
ly fledged Duke of Clarence, who is so 
obliging in disposition that his august 
parent has had in past years to make a 
Roman holiday of several furnishers 
who have started styles on "Eddie" of 
a highly sensational character. 

Tho Duke of Fife, accompanied by his 
royal brido, makes no bones of going to 
his tailors or furnishers on foot of an 
afternoon; and is a good customer though 
a modest dresser. The Duke's tailor, re- 
cently interviewed, says that he has 
about a dozen suits in constant use, 
never wearing the same suit twico in 
any ono week. His trousers are kept on 
shelves, each marked with tho day of 
tho week, and aro tho constant care 
of his valet, as tho Duke will not brook 
croases. As an examplo of what tho 
couiploto wardrobo of a man of rank, 
wealth and fashion consists of on tho 
avcrago tho Duke of Fife's outfit for the 
present summer may bo taken. It con- 
tains threo light and one dark tweed 
suit, ono bluo flannol, ono black serge, 
one molton cutaway, ono pepper-and- 
salt cutaway, two frock coats and two 
full-dress suits, besides special garments 
for traveling, riding, hunting, shooting 
and aeci'-Stalkmg, as well as hair a 
dozen uniforms.
